General  Comments 


The  Montana  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  Act  requires  all  wrecking 
facilities  to  be  licensed  and  screened  from  public  view.  Junk  vehicles  and  vehicle  parts 
stored  at  the  facility  cannot  be  visible  from  any  point  six  feet  above  the  centerline  of  a 
public  road.  Ms.  Allred  proposes  to  license  a small  facility  four  miles  north  of 
Hamilton.  The  license  will  allow  her  to  buy  wrecked  vehicles  at  insurance  auctions 
which  she  will  in  turn  repair  and  resell. 

Ms.  Allred  will  store  at  most  two  junk  vehicles  behind  a building  located  300  feet 
from  Highway  93  N (see  diagram).  If  the  inventory  is  limited  to  two  vehicles,  the 
facility  will  be  screened  by  the  building  from  view  of  public  roads.  However,  if  more 
junk  vehicles  are  stored  at  the  site,  additional  shielding  will  be  necessary. 

If  operated  in  compliance  with  state  law,  the  aesthetic  impacts  associated  with  this 
facility,  if  any,  will  be  minor.  Routine  inspections  will  be  required  of  state  and  county 
junk  vehicle  program  officials  to  assure  compliance  with  state  law.  Noncompliance 
with  shielding  regulations  will  result  in  license  revocation. 

Establishing  this  facility  should  result  in  increased  income  for  the  applicant. 

Local  zoning  ordinances  do  not  prohibit  the  establishment  of  a wrecking  facility  at 
this  location.
